Dr.Martiii 
Outlines Plans 
For Post-war 

Says Membership 
In United Nations 
For Many Lands 

•"After the war, membership in 
the 'L'nitcd Nations' will be open 
to all peace-loving stales," de- 
clared Dr. C. P. ^lar'U0Profcs- 
sor of Anatomy, in a summnry 
and comment on the Dumbarton 
Oaks conference, published re- 
cently in "The Canadian Over- 
seas Mail." . 
"Proposals have been made," con- 

, tinucd Di", Marlln In his report, "for 
the selling up of an orsaniïation to 
malntiln peace and to further the 
development of international co- 
operation In economic and social 
Xiéld3. The proposals arc as yet no 

' more than proposals," he stated, 
"but the various governments are 
anxlpuft that the public opinion of 
all nations should be expressed on 
them." 

As a model constitution for the 
United Nations, . tiie conference 
summarized the following: 

Members— All stales in the or- 
ganization.. Important questions 
are to be decided by a two-thirds 
majority, minor quostioiis 'by a 
simple majority. Each state will 
have one vote. The Assembly must 
meet annually, or more often if 
necessary; it settles its own pro- 
cedure and can set up subsidiary 
bodies to carry out some of its 
functions. , 

Its functicns are: 

(1) To discuss any matter re- 
lated to the maintenance of peace. 

(2) Elect the- non-permanent 
members .'of- the security council. 

l3)'Sùspend or Expel a member 
state who violates the principles' ol 
the charter. 

(4) Elect the members of the 
Economic and Social Council. 

(3) Elect the Secretary General. 

(6) Admit new members. 

(7) Initiate studies and malte 
proposals to'.vards economic and 
social co-opcratlon. 

(8) Draw up a budget. 

The Assembly can do t3), (5) ana 
i9i only on the recommendation of 
the Security Council.

Typifies Free Czech Spirit 



■ An excellently^ handled 
and carefully balanced portray- 
al of the situation in Czechos- 
lovakia previous to and during 
the Nazi "anschiuss" In 1938 

was shown last night in the 
film "Crisis", presented by the 
Film Society at the Biological 
Buildin?. Directed by Artliuc 
Mayer, the film contrasted the 
.democratic policy of the Czech 
nation as typified by a high- 
school girl who was a camp- 
councillor at the Student camp 
"Solidarity" with the Nazi, pro- 
paganda policy spread by Kon-- 
rad Henlein,- 

A clear-cut representation of 
the' subtleties; of propaganda 
as seen in the funeral which 
Henlein gav. for two Nazi 
Storm Troorers who were kill- 
ed by the Czech Troops In May, 
when war with the Germans 
seemed imminent; of Nazi 
speakers in Czeclioslavakia of- 
fering power and wealth to the 
German minority, and of the 
Nazi methods of running an 
election by which they hoped to ; 



put Henlein into power. The 
freedom of the country, . its 
quality in dealing with all min- 
orities. Its democratic, priticiples 
was' shown not only through 
scenes in which all races are 
seen to mingle on equal terms,' 
but by means of maps and sta- 
tistics, which showed Czech 
Germans to be treated with 
more complete liberty 'than 
German minorities in Poland, 

' Hungary and even Italy. 

A brilliant handUng of detail 
gave to the film an authentl- 

'eity not to be doubted, and the 

' absence of "blood-and-thunder 
propaganda" and of a substitu- 
tion of fa.cts for fantasy; of fig- 
ures for horrors, made the Itm 
one that Is a good historical 
record of what really happened. 
Too often the public has been 
forced to look at Nazi terror- 
ism,' and so it has had to be 
accepted often with a "grain of 
salt." This film offers a repre-

Waldo Frank in a speech last 
night to the People's Forum in 
the Montreal High School on 
the topic "Will It Be Our 
Peace?" stated that the de- 
mocracies must produce a new 
type of leadership if' we are to 
win the peace. 

Mr. Frank described cx-'Vicc- 
Presldent Wallace as an Intelli- 
gent conservative who believes 
that our system of free enter- 
prise cannot - survive without 
some control of 'cartels ' and 
monopolies which eventually 
lead to war. He slated that the 
war is just an outward symbol 
of the shame of our world of 
which the economic- problems 
of the various peoples is the 
basic cause. - ■ 

In dealing with the above 
monopolies he said that the 
main propounders of so-called 
free enterprise were the morto- 
polists themselves and their 
friends who had brought about 
the fall of true free enterprise . 
as we originally knew it. The 
basic problem,~as he -sees it, is, 
who is going to control the 
large industries?

Canadian Radio 

AIucli criticisni lias been levelled at the state 
of .radio broadcasting in Canada, thé Canadian 

Broadcasting Corporation, tlic critics maintain, 
has a strangle-hold on Canndu's radio output, 
and througlj payment of low wages and extens- 
ive gdvcrmnental red tape, destroys any initiat- 
ive among young Canadian radio aspirants, thus 
driving many of them south of the border to 
the United Stales, where wages are high and thé 
field of creative radio work is considerably 
wider. 

The defence preÈented by the CBC, when 
presented with these seemingly indisputable 
facts, is that the Corporation is public properly, 
and thtis controlled' by the .Canadian House of 
Comiuonf, which refuses to grant them .an 
adequate budget to supplement their income" 
from the sale of air-time (or commerciaf or "hon^ 
sustaining" programs and radio licenses. ~- 

If this is so, it would seem to us to be high 
time for the "owners" of the CBC, that, is, the 
public, to make plans for an improvement of 
such 'conditions. Radio today is still in its in- 
fancy, but its possibilities are tremendous. With 
the use of "Frequency ^lodulation", a new in- 
vention, which makes local listening conditions 
almost perfect, as it dispenses almost entirely 
with atmospherics, and witlj the coming of 
television, radio will become one of the leading 
cultural media of the future; it will combine 
concert-hall, stage, screen, library and school- 
room, bringing all these aurally as well as 
visually into every home. • 

Canadian univessiliès are . beginning to rec- 
ogniic the importance of radio's future. At many 
univergities throughout the country radio work- 
shops and dramatic groups have been formed. 
Thus many young people are being intércslc4 
In radio work, and are being traihed to fill thé 
radio-jobs of tomorrow. v 

But through existing "conditions in Canada, 
and the great attraction of the United Stylés, 
where this type of work is overpaid in com- 
parison witlt most other professions, inclijding 
those of government, we are now confronted 
with the possibility of wasting an excellent op- 
portunity to contribute mntrvially to the devel- 
opment of an important ci-'i-Mal medium. 

An American actor i^'. n«;(l S750 per week for 
reading the few lines of a^aster of ceremonies 
on a half hour musical shoAV, while a Canadian 
writer is paid $75 for writing a stimulating and 
interesting radio play, lasting the same time; 
the Canadian actor wlio acts in the production 
is paid $25. As long as this difference is so great, 
wo feel that no improvement can be made in 
Canada. 

But what is happening in radio is happening 
in other fièlds also; after thè war, unless we are 
very careful, this sitt^ation will be far worse, and 
we shall witness the exodus from Canada of an- 
other generation of writers, compogers, miipicj^njs 
and actorp. 

We would suggest a cletr-cut ^olicy/'for 
^Canadian radio by thé empqn'èring of pi-ograna 
Ppiiniptrators to see to it, that Canada will be 
givén an opportunity to hear Canadian talént 
broadcasting, not from New York, but from 
Canada. )Vo fear they lack money and initiative 
to solve the problem at présent. • 

We would also suggest the formation of a 
network of Canadian stations, which will carry 
only Canadian programs, rathcir than spehdirtg 
much money to relay .\mcrican originations. If 
we were to throw open this vast field to .Can- 
adian talent, the ever-feared temporaiy? déficit 
would surely pay dividends. 



IV. Lighter than Air Craft 

Tlie balloon as Invented by the MontgoUlcrs was 
not dirigible. One filled It with gas or smoke as the 
cait may be, cast looso ol the ground and subse- 
quently rose to a hfcight where the weight of thé bal- 
loon balanced the weight of thç air displaced. And 
there one was marooned at the mercy of the winds. 
If one was Unfortunate and a too rapid rise or a 
too audden increase in temperature caused the bal- 
loon to expand too abruptly the envelope would ex- 
plode or bunt, and the hapless aeronaut would be 
left to his own devices to return to earth as soundly 
as possible. 

Hence it appearèd advisable to be able to control 
the rate of ascent and descent of the balloon. This 
Was accomplished by taking along a number of bags 
of sand. If one was at a certain height and wished 
to ascend further to avoid striking a chain of moun- 
tains or such, one merely dropped some sand over- 
board and soared onwards. If one wished to deKond 
one allowed gas to escape and accordingly a stale of 
balance was preserved. Thla necessarily entailed the 
loss of a considerable amount of vaiuable^liftlng 
power. And so In 1836 Charles Qiaén'lnvêntéd 'tïiè 
"guide rope". 

This, was a picco of leather rope about 1,000 feet 
long arid attached to the balloon car. If the aeronaut 
exceeded this height the balloon would carry the 
weight of the entire rope and hence descend. If he 
were below this height the weight of the balloon would 
be diminished by that of the leather rope trailing 
along the ground and the balloon \^-auld rise. Such 
was tl]è theory: and it worked magnificently as long 
as tlié^giildé rope did not entangle itself with some 
obstinate ground structure. ' 7 

Naturally Mr. Qrèén wished to test the efficiency 
of such an Invention and so In the same year he 
made his plans for a record voyage that was to last 
for at least two weeks and was to carry him 
wherever the winds decided. Qujte a trusting soul 
he was, btit the winds did not fail him. On the 
morning of November the seventh he àet out from 
London, his car was well stocked with sandbags, 
cordaiic, cloaks, telescopes, megaphone, jars of wine 
and provisions, sufficient to last him well over the 
length of time he intended to travel. 

His flight was a siiccets; except that he landed 
thirteen dayj earlier than he had anticipated. On the 
morning of the eighth he was flying over the Duchy 
of Nassau, apparently already quite satisfied with 
his experience, when he decided to land. He came 
down In the fist valley badly frightening two stolid 
German peasant women, but the anchor did not 
catch and the balloon soared up again. He had the 
same luck in the next valley, but was more success 
ful in his third attempt, the balloon was brought to 
ground, the rip valve lorn to allow a rapid deflating 
of the balloon so that It would not be dragged by 
the wind and he found himself on the outskirts of 
Weilburg, having flown 500 miles in eighteen hours. 

It was not till 1859 that tahls dlstaneej^a* . sur- 
passed by the flight of John Wise from^St^ixtitis io 
Henderson, N.Y., who then covered the 1,120 miles 
In less than twenty hours. 

. The first _ alUtude record was set up by the 
Frencix--chenUst,-.Gay-Lu«ac, in 1804 with the same 
balloon that Napoleon had employed in the capture 
of Calro..Ttoe.purpose.ot.thl8 flight was the coUec 
tlon of scientific data "concerning the phenomenon 
of electricity and magnelUni, of sound and of at 
mospheric conditions. He rose to a height of over 
23,000 feet— twice the height any airplane was to 
achieve In more than Ihé next hundred years. 

It was not till 1862 that this record was beaten 
■and then by CoxwéÙ and Glalsher, who, blinded, 
paralysed and unconscious reached the height of 
37,000 feet without oxygen or heating apparatus of 
any kind. Their achievement is the more outstand- 
ing when we remember that It Was not till 1029 that 
Neunhofen with a specially equipped plane reached 
a htlkht of only, a few thousand feet more. 

Thus is thé fitory of the free balloon. It is one 
of great effort but also of great achievement though 
it of nccejlty lacks that most essential prerequisite 
of practical aviaUon. dlr|gibllity. The lateral ^dis- 
placement of the balloon once It was In the air was 
uncontrollablé and topic place .In whatever direction

And thus we can understand .bow' strong the de- 
sire must have been to acquire dirigibilUy. ■. Once 
however the independent displacement of the bal- 
loon relative to the wind had been achieved It 
easily followed that the existing spheroidal shape 
was inadequate due to its excessive air resistance 
with the resulting necessity for the. construction of 
a ballooa that was more in accord with the pre- 
vailing principles of aerodynamics. This shape 
turned out. to be more or less elliptical and wc note 
Us subsequent application in nearly all standard air- 
ships. 

We can also understand that if this dirigible, as 
we- shall, now call, balloons of this type, were loosed 
in the atmosphere due to the excess of pressure in 



the envelope it would necessarily tend to adopt it- 
seU more naturally to the forces acting on it and 

.^would hence lose iU shape, tending to assume a 
pear-like appearance. This of course would not do 
and hence this difficulty must be overcome. And so 
"ballonnets" were introduced. These were imper- 
meable bags enclosed in the envelope, empty wheii 
the. dirigible was on the ground and the gsis pres- 
sure greatest. As the balloon rose the Inte'rior gas 
expanded as the outer air became less dense and a 
portion of this gas escaped through automatic 
valves. The dirigible remains therefore fully inflated 
as long as it rises.'
